Guy J. Bender, chief of the Ev- 
erglades fire control district, bas 
written legislators representing 11 
counties in the district in an effort 
to obtain for his department funds 
remaining in the Okeechobee flood 
Control district treasury in. the 
event that body is abolished by the 
legislature. 

Bender proposed to use the 

funds, which he said amounted to 
$182,000, to establish two addi- 
tional units in central locations 
in the district.
